Dublin, Nov. . 24. — FiE^, - .seven 
sacks of Boycott's newly threshed, corn 
have been dispatched from Loughmask 
to Cong for shipment to Galway, thence 
by train to -Dublin'.-.; They were sent 
to Cong under escort of cavalry, in 
fantry, police and CJlstermon.

When Rochefort made 
this avowal, tlio indignation of the 
people assembled in the court-room ex- 
ceeded all bounds, and it: was with 
difficulty that President Carder suc- 
ceeded in restoring order. 

In the DeCissey libel case to-day, 
Laisant, one of tho defendants, accept- 
ed the responsibility for tho articles in 
Petit Parisien. The counsel for the 
prosecution dwelt upon tho glorious 
services of Gen. DeCissey, and declared 
his accusers were persecuting him, a 
soldier who was first to enter Paris 
during tho reign of commune. This 
was received with cheers in the court-* 
room, and a tumult followed in conse- 
quence of which the sitting was sus- 
pended and tho hall cleared. When 
the sitting was resumed the president 
of the tribunal censured members of 
the bar for participating in this mani- 
festation of feeling. Counsel continued 
an argument that sought to demon- 
strate that the charges made against 
Gen. DeCissey were absolutely un- 
foundeJ. 

London, Nov. 20. — During the eight 
hours' fighting which preceded Dervish 
Pasha's occupation of Dulcigno, the 
Albanians made a resolute stand in the 
olive plantations outside the town. 

RAcirsA, Nov. 25. — kDervish Pasha 
having informed the prince of Monten- 
egro that he was prepared to hand over 
Dulcigno, the latter has replied that he 
cannot accept a mere surrender, but re- 
quires the formal cession, and that he 
has invited the representatives of all 
the powers to be present and sign the 
protocol of cession. 

Tho Montenegrins are to occupy tho 
town and district of Dulcigno with 
1000 men and 12 pieces of artillery. 

Constantinople, Nov. 2G. — in the 
lighting which preceded the" occupation 
of Dulcigno by Dervish: Pashii the 
Turks lost 300 killed and -wounded, 
and the Albanians lost 400. 

London, Nov. 2S. — Hanlan has is- 
sued a challenge to Laylock offering 
to row him for .£400 a side. Hanlan 
is to choose the course and the match 
to be made on Monday. Otherwise 
Hanlan will — sail.- 

London, Nov. 27. — The cabinet has 
decided to summon parliament on the 
6 tli of Juno (January ?) for the dis- 
patch of business. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Nov. 24— Monday- 
four convicts attempted to break out 
of the state prison at Folsom by 
climbing through a skylight in, tho 
main building. One P.; Gibson was 



shot dead by the guards. The others 
were recaptured. 

Fresno, Cal., Nov. 24 — Nathan L. 
Bach man, a native of Tennessee, aged 
70 years, was murdered at his home on 
the San Joaquin river, near Jones' 
store, either Sunday or Monday night. 
Tho reason for the murder is supposed 
to have been robbery. Bachman was 
an old Mason. He was stabbed in the 
breast. There are three Chinamen 
under arrest for the murder. 

Denver, Col., Nov. 28. — There seems 
to be some mystery about the shooting 
of Lieut.-Gov. Robinson, at Robinson's 
camp last evening. The particulars so 
far as heard are these: Thero is a dis- 
pute about the possession of a 
mine there, and a guard was 
placed to watch it. Last even- 
ing Gov. Robinson and the manager of 
tho mine went to it after dark. The 
guard, not recognizing them, and not 
hearing the answer of inquiry who 
they were, fired, he says, into the rock 
overhead. Gov. Robinson fell, shot in 
four places. Ho is still living, but his 
wounds are believed to be fatal. 



NEVADA. 

Virginia City, Nov. 23 — In the 
Sierra Nevada the stopes are extended 
north and south in an ore body 40 feet 
above tho 2500 foot level. Tho Union 
is opening stopes 20 feet wide from the 
connection with the Sierra Nevada 
2500 foot level and extending them 

south. 

ARIZONA. 

San Francisco, Nov. 20— A Phtenix 
dispatch says: Dementrio Domingues 
was hanged to-day for the murder of 
Mr. Thomas, a year ago. He was but 
17 years old. This is the first legal 
execution in the territory. 

CANADA. 

Toronto, Out., Nov. 25. — The pro 
poller California, after loading 17,500 
bushels of wheat and corn to-day, at 
the northern elevator, was .-about to 
proceed to Ogdensburg, when it was 
found she had been cut througlrat the 
water line by the ice and after filling 
rapidly sank in 12 feet of water where 
she now lies. 

Quebec, Nov. 27. — The captain, 
mate and crew of the Bristolian, ashore 
at Anticosti, are badly frozen, besides 
four of the crow, who are dead. The 
survivors arc very destitute and suffer- 
ing. Schooner Wasp is ashore in 
Cell is bay. Tho crew and passengers 
are saved. 

London, Out., Nov. 28. — Harry 
White and Matthew Allen,, believed 
leaders of a gang of bank robbors, 
were arrested by the police after a 
stout resistance. Their accomplices 
escaped. They had robbed a safe last 



evening in the office of F. L. Clark, 
broker, of a large amount of money. 
Some was recovered from the persons 
arres.tcd. A 
New York, Nov. 27. — Hudson navi- 
gation is practically closed. Quantities 
of drift ice are between Nowburghand 
Poughkcepsic. Tho amount of. graiii? 
now reported frozen in the canal, is 
:r,43S,000 bushels of wheat, 4,538,000 
bushels of.corn, besides oats. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Buefaloj Nov. 24.— The Canadian 
propeller Georgian, which endangered 
the town by its cargo of nitro-glycor- 
ine and giant powder, has left the dock 
with its explosives, which will be used 
on the Canadian Pacific. ' It is a won- 
der the cargo has not exploded' before 
now. 

New York, Nov. 24. — The Stock- 
Exchange was the scene of great ex- 
citement to-day, and transactions were 
on a large scale. Prices were whirled 
up with astonishing rapidity. Such 
stocks as Northwestern, St. Paul, 
Lakeshore and Union Pacific rose to 
the highest quotations known for many 
years, and in sonic cases to the highest 
over known. Closing prices were gen- 
erally the best of the day. Improve- 
ment on the day's transaction ranged 
from h to 8J per cent on Northwest, 
St. Paul and Lake Shore, the coal 
shares, Erie, Nashvillo, Chattanooga, 
find C. B. Si Q. leading in the advance. 
A rumour prevailed in street circles 
that the Chicago and Northwestern 
road would be operated in close con- 
nection with the Lake Shore and tho 
Michigan Southern, and the stock 
dividend would be paid on both classes 
of Northwestern. It was reported this 
afternoon that a powerful bull pool had 
been formed to twist shorts in North- 
western, St. Paul and New York Cen- 
tral ; that Russell Sago was caught 
largely short, and a numbor of his 
friends are in the saino predicament. 

Chicago, Nov. 26. — The Tribune's 
Boston special says : Gen. Butler; con- 
trary to the current report, has no idea 
of abstaining from active participation 
in political affairs, and that, instead of 
retiring into private life, he intends to 
organize an independent parly in Mas- 
sachusetts and with his personal follow- 
ingof 100,000 voters to hold the bal- 
ance of [lower in the old commonwealth, 
[t is Gen. Butler's purpose to come to 
the front in next year's campaign. 

Cincinnati, Nov. 20. — The disciples 
of the religious body with which Gen. 
Garfield is associated having taken pre- 
liminary steps through the board of the 
general Christian Missionary Society to 
build a new church in Washington, D. 
C, and as the object is to be attained 
by contributions from the whole coun- 
try, the society has designated Joseph 
Smith, jr., 207 West 7th street, of this 
city, its. agent to reccivo subscriptions 
and receipt for them. They hope to 
lay the corner stone about the 1st of 
March. 

New York, Nov. 24. — The Herald's 
Paris special says: A large number of 
nihilist's placards have just appeared 
upon tho walls of St. Petersburg, some 
of them in the most frequented parts of 
the city. They proclaim in flaming 
characters the beginning of a fresh re- 
volutionary movement, beside which 
all former agitations . are considered 
-puerile and insignificant. Ominous 
warning is given that the thrtne of 
Alexander will be vacant before the 
dawn of another year. A vigilant, search 
has been made by the police authori- 
ties to discover the source of these pla- 
cards, and many houses thought to 
contain secret printing ectablishments 
have been visited. Soveral arrests have 
been made and more are expected. Peo- 
ple live under constant fear of falling 
under the ban of suspicion, and, be- 
tween the plots of the nihilists and the 
descents of the police, are in a state of 
exaggerated terror. Thus far, how- 
ever, the police seetn to have been un- 
able to discover the audacious leaders 
of the threatening conspiracy. 

SOUTH AFRICA. 
Capetown, Nov. 28. — Rebels have 
been dislodged from HerYbe mountains. 
The colonials lost four men. It is be- 
lieved the rebels lost heavily. 

CHINA. 

Hongkong, Oct. 30, via Shantthae, 
Oct. 29.— Affairs at Pekin aro still un- 
settled. Different parties at the capitol 
are anxions about the future of the 
country ; of the naturo and extent of 
the demands to bo made by Russia it 
is behoved that Tzung He Yamen is 
still ignorant. That territory will be 
asked for in addition to a large money 
indemnity is genorally conceded. I Co- 
reas and Formosa arc mentioned in 
this connection. There is a report that 
the Chinese aro desirous of settling 
matters by arbitration, which is per : 
haps correct ; but it is stated that Rus- 
sia will allow of no foreign interven- 
tion. The captain and some of the 
officers, of a British man-of-war, while 
recently steaming up Yangtze, had oc- 
casion to land near Cliing Kiang, and 
were surrounded by natives and pelted 
with stones. 

JAPAN. 

Yokohama, Nov. 9. — Admiral Les- 
sofsky, commander-in-chief of Russia's 
land and sea forces in the east, with 
12 or 13 ships of war is shortly expect- 
ed here from Vladivostock. 

Politically everything is quiet. The 
continued low rnto at which paper 
currency is quoted has a most para- 
lyzing effect on trade; and it is stated 
that the government has finally deter- 
mined to contract afproign determined 
to contract a foreign loan.

Sir, — If tho sarcastic perverter of truth 
and author of the wilful niisropreson- 
ntiOns which appeared in your columns 
oil Saturday last overlhc ttoniM plume 
of "Hail Columbia*" will have the inanli- 
less to disclose his name I will take 
tho-troublo to reply to him; until then, 
~ will briefly state that the Dominion 
government needs no apologist. Truth 
does not apparently suit your corres- 
pondent, nevertheless it is absolutely 
true that large sums of Dominion mon- 
ey have been expended in the province 
during- the last ten years; and it is 
equally true that larger sums will bo 
spent iu the next ten years.

>erial necessity ;" but I did contend 
that it is not possible for Vancouver Is- 
land to separate from the other portion 
of the Province, and from the Domin- 
ion. - I adhere to those opinions be- 
cause I believe them to be sound, and^ 
more likely to conduce to the welfare : 
of the'Province than any threats made 
' y a street politician. 

Whilst it is right and proper to stand 
1) for our rights in a firm and digni- 
fied manner, yet there are few greater 
evils than tho perpetual rack on which 
tho public mind i« kept by a few blat- 
ant individuals, who, instead of allow- 
the people to settle down to indus- 
trial pursuits, try to make them be- 
ievo that each person should have a 
railway to his door which is to bring 
wealth in some miraculous way. 

A year ago all the inhabitants of the 
Province (with perhaps two or three 
exceptions) would be perfectly delight- 
1 if assured that the railway and tho 
rydock. would be fairly under con- 
struction this year. Now that we have 
those two important works fairly start- 
ed we are. not contented, and I foar 
wo wore to get what we are 
ow demanding, and which I hope we 
ill get, that even then some of our 
citizens would forget to be satisfied and 
clamour for something more.

ENGLAND. 
London, Nov. 29. — The sculling 
match between Edward Trickett and 
Wallace Ross came off this morning, 
over the Thames championship course, 
from the Aqueduct to tho ship at 
Mortlake.

.. IRELAND. 
Dublin, Nov. 29— Tho resolutions of 
the cabinet not to resort to coercion have 
caused apprehension among disturbed 
districts. They look with alarm at tho 
prospect of more outrages and wider 
intimidation and disaffection. There i 
is good reason for belief that the exe- 
cutive wilj try to show by great ener- 
gy that they possess sufficient authority 
in ordinary law to quiet the disturbed 
districts with .the constabulary. All 
resources at tho command of the au- 
thorities are., available when required 
for protection of lives and property; 
but tho secret and completo organiza- 
tion of the leaguers onable them to an- 
ticipate the movements of the constab- 
ulary arid in some instances to defeat 
them. There can bo little doubt that 
the organizatien of leaguers is rendered 
most perfect and formidable by their 
connection with the Fenian system. It 
is this that makes intimidation so ir- 
resistible .in some districts. It is 
practiced with great subtility and skill 
so'thati the authorities are unable to 
counteract it. They can deal only with 
:Open acts of violence, whieh are avoid- 
ed as much as possible, while a moro 
effectual system of terrorism is carried 
on undor an external appearance of 
.tranquility.
